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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 23,24,29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

The description of the cord lock of Figs. 7,8a and 8b on page 1 1 is not 
understood. It is stated that when the stop portion 70 is at or near the bottom 72 of the 
housing, the stop portion "fits tightly" against the grooved track 68. However, it appears 
that this occurs at the top of the housing. The reverse is also stated. The space 
between 70 and 68 is said to grow larger as the stop portion 70 moves toward the top of 
the housing. The is difficult to understand how downward movement of the cord is 
achieved since the cord end is within the housing. It is not understood how this 
embodiment serves as a breakaway device. 

The "releasable bar" in claims 29 and 30 is not adequately disclosed. 

Claims 22 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 22, a third portion of "the" cord is said to be connected to the second 
connective portion. However, it is disclosed that a second cord is attached to the 
second connective portion. 

Specification 
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The disclosure is objected to because of the following: 

In paragraph 0046, a bar 55 is mentioned but is not shown. In paragraphs 0054 
and 0055, elements 26,28,30, and 32 are attributed to Figs. 10 and 1 1 . However, they 
do not appear in those figures. Also, Fig. 10 is said to be a "top view". However, it 
appears to be a side view of the top. This also appears in the brief description of the 
invention. The remainder of the specification has similar problems which must be 
addressed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bar 55, claim 29, 
must be shown or the feature canceled from the claim. No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1 999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 19-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Su et al. 

See covering portion 22, headrail portion 24, cord 21, cord lock 1, locking 
mechanism 7, rotating portion 6, top portion 4 of the housing, connective members 
13,14, and pulley mechanism 2.
